DISCOUNTING THE CENSUS. 


Tlie Superintendent of the Eleventh Cen­ 
sus "Writes an Open Letter. 
W ashington, June 23d.—Superintendent 
of the Census Porter to night writes an 
open letter to Editor Manning, of the 
Albany Argus, in reply to a criticism ap ­ 
pearing in that paper that Porter had been 
a free trade Englishm an but chanced to a 
protectionist; that he was now appointing 
representatives of protection interests as 
Chiefs of Division in the census office, and 
as a consequence the coming census would 
not command the confidence of the people. 
As to the first charge Porter objects, as 
m any friendly protection papers were put­ 
ting him in the same category as B'smarck, 
H enry C. Carey and W illiam D. Kelly and 
other famous protectionists, who, in their 
im m ature years, were free traders. H e 
(Porter) never was a free trader, and ever 
since forming an opinion on the tariff has 
been an earnest believer and advocate of 
protection. 
H e was educatea in American 
institutions and English ones, and began 
his journalistic carter before he was 21, on 
a W estern Republican protection newspa­ 
per. 
As to the Chiefs of division, fifteen out 
of the twenty were employed on the last 
census and of the five new ones not one 
represents a m anufacturing association. As 
to politics,Porter says be does not know what 
is the politics oí seven out of the twentv, 
but is informed tbat several are good Dem­ 
ocrats and two or three mugwumps in fact. 
Porter says the experts, who are really mas­ 
ters of special subjects, are so scarce that a 
m an with an undertaking of the magnitude 
of the eleventh census on hand is not likeiy 
to trouble him self about a m an’s politics 
or religion when he knows he has got the 
right man for the place. 
In conclusion Porter says that the Argus 
in discounting the eleventh census in ad­ 
vance is inadvertently striking at three 
political faiths, if the word faith may be 
used

reference 
to our 
brethren.

T h e K n ig h ts o f S t. J o h n a n d th e D e a 
M u te s o f t h e U n ited S ta te s. 
W ashington, June 23d.—Two im portant 
conventions meet here the coming week. 
The first will be the regular convention of 
the Roman Catholic Union, or K nights of 
St. John, which convenes here to-morrow, 
many delegates having already arrived. It 
will rem ain in session for several days.

On W ednesday the convention of deaf 
mutes of the United States, num bering 
about four hundred, will convene and re­ 
m ains in session three davs.

A (ireat lirid^e. 
The Sukkur or Lansdowne bridge, re­ 
cently erected over the Iiiver Indus, has a 
main span made up of two cantilevers of 
310 feet each and a suspended truss of 200 
feet, making a total span of 820 feet, the 
longest of ils character in the world. The 
Indian Engineer says that in this long span, 
weighing 3,300 tons, the expansion be­ 
tween the abutments amounts to nearly 
eight inches, and the nose of the cantile­ 
ver moves horizontally up and down 
stream about two inches in the course of 
each day as theone side or the other of the 
bridge is exposed to the direct rays of the 
sun. This bridge has, besides the great 
span, three others of 27S feet, 23S feet and 
94.1 feet respectively, of ordinary girders 
resting on piers founded on the rock. 
Work was commenced in 1883-84, and all 
except the main span was finished in 
March, 1885. The staging for the main 
span was started January 18, 18S9, and 
was finished .January 30th; erection was 
commenced February 5th. The engineer 
was Sir A. M. Rendel, and the builders 
were Westwood & Batllie, of Poplar, Lon­ 
don. The total cost of the whole bridge 
was $1,528,800. 
It carries the Indian 
State Railway over the Indus river.

Death of an Aged and O pulent French­ 
m an at San Francisco.

STILL BURNING. 


A F ire in an lone Coal Mine B urning for 
Several Months. 
[lone Echo, June 22d.] 
In the Sacramento and lone Company’s 
coal mine, just below town, a fire has been 
burniDg for m any m onths. 
YVhen first 
discovered an effort was made to sm other 
it by putting in bulkheads, but the attem pt 
was unsuccessful. The fire has smoldered 
along all this time, apparently m aking but 
little headway, but still so situated that it 
could not be put out. 
W ork continued un­ 
interrupted at the m ine up to the 1st 
instant, when the fire apparently took a 
fresh start, and forced so much smoke into 
the m ine that the miners could not work. 
The fire is in a large body of coal, and can­ 
not be extinguished by turning a hose- 
stream of water on it, which has been done 
repeatedly in the mine. Superintendent 
Muir has had three holes bored from the 
surface of the ground down seventy feet to 
the fire. The result is that smoke pours 
out of these holes like fumes from factory 
flues. Since thus given a draft, the smoke 
has been drawn from the mine, and now 
men can get near the burning portion and 
fight the fire. The m ine will probably be 
flooded. 
W hile exploring an old cave over 
the fire one day last week, A. L Gray was 
overcome with gas and rem ained uncon­ 
scious some time.

New Y ork, June 23d—A cable special 
from London of June 22d savs: So far as 
the main complication which last week 
threatened peace goes, Europe has quieted 
down somewhat. There arc reports to-day 
that the Czar lias written a letter to the 
young Kaiser assuring him that he meant 
nothing hostile by bis famous after-break­ 
fast speech about bis sole sincere friend, 
the Montenegrin Punce, and that iheCzar 
is really going to visit Berlin tins summer, 
and the influence of these rumors is io 
allay the excitement. 
But next week we 
shall very likely bear stories to some 
wholly opposite effect. 
The Czar has not only his personal feel­ 
ings. but the great question of offended eti­ 
quette to restrain him from going to Ber­ 
lin. As young \\ illiam paid his first visit 
to 8t. Petersburg, the lirst of his hosts to 
return his visit ought to have been the 
Czar. 
Instead of waiting for this the Ber­ 
lin magnates allowed the King of Italy to 
get in ahead ol the Czar and entertained 
him extravagantly. 
This did not especially please Uussiati 
im perial notions; still, 'of course, such 
things can be overlooked if needs be, and 
the theory here in London is that it will 
be, principally because the Russians are 
uneasy over the heavy decline in the value 
of their paper rubles. 
The trouble about Switzerland is more 
serious than ever. 
It turns out that Ger­ 
many, backed by other empires and bv 
Italy, iu substance demanded the right to 
m aintain a secret police of its own on Swiss 
territory, in order to keep watch over its 
fugitive Anarchists who sought refuge 
there. The Swiss Republic firmly refuses 
to concede any such ihing. It is willing to 
adm it that perhaps it bus been lax in its 
own police supervision over the act.ive 
agents of these people, and promises to 
effect such alterations iu its system as com­ 
m end themselves to its judgm ent, but not 
a step further will it go. 
This decision, announced yesterday in a 
dignified and eloquent speech to the Fed­ 
eral Assembly by M. Droz, on behalf of the 
Federal Council, was received with great 
cheering. 
As to the threats of Germany to 
disregard the Swiss neutrality, the Repub­ 
lic declines to debate it at all, aud will 
know how to defend itself if at'acked. 
No event in Europe has attracted such 
attention in England for a long while as 
this attem pt of the continental despotism 
to bully the Swiss Republic, and fe. ling on 
the subject is only embittered by the utter­ 
ances of inspired Tory papers like the 
Standard and Loudon Times, which seem to 
show that Lord Salisbury sympathizes with 
Germany. 
It is telt that very painful com­ 
plications m ay arise from tlie question as 
it now stands, unless, indeed, tne protests 
of the more liberal and intellligent German 
public men force Bismarck aud his master 
from their position.

By the tim e the 
meeting was held a full-grown project for 
founding a leper hospital in Loudon had 
taken shape. 
Unfortunately, to have a

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7 HE THREAT AGAINST SWITZERLAND. 


T he Republic of the U nited States of 
A m erica is, or ought to lie, deeply inter­ 
ested in tlie maintenance of the integrity 
of 
the 
oldest 
of 
republics—Switzer­ 
land. 
There are 
indications just now 
of 
a 
disposition 
on 
the part 
of 
th e 
European 
m onarchies 
to 
press 
claim s njion that republic w hich it cannot 
concede. 
Behind these claims, there is 
grave reason to fear, stands the w illing­ 
ness if not the anxiety of European mon- 
nrchs to have the Swiss Republic broken 
up. 
The former demand of th e little 
m ontane oasis of liberty th at it shall no 
longer perm it its terrritory to lie a refuge 
for socialistic refuges from the monarchies 
except under surveillance of G erm an po­ 
lice; th at it shall serve notice forthwith 
upon the A narchist and Socialist exiles 
th a t they must not conduct conspiracies 
w ithin the republic against 
the monarch- 
.es; th at if they continue to do so they 
w ill he expelled. So far as the last demand 
i- concerned, perhaps it is not w ithout 
reason, and the Swiss M inistry has so far 
conceded it, that it adm its there has been 
too much local laxity in the tolerance of 
these malcontents. 
But it replies th a t it 
cannot undertake to withdraw all protec­ 
tion from those who seek shelter in the 
republic. 
I t is w illing to restrain them 
to the full lim it demanded by neutrality 
laws, hut it cannot deliver them , nor per­ 
m it them to be taken. 


To the demand on the part of Russia, 
G erm any and Italy, that Switzerland shall 
perm it these Rowers to m aintain a secret 
police w ithin her borders for the purpose 
o f w atching and reporting u[K»n the refu- 
gese, the Council of the Swiss Republic re­ 
plies with dignified emphasis th at the 
th in g is impossible. 
As matters now 
stand, it looks as if the 
Continental 
powers intend to bully Switzerland into 
conceding that which would practically 
destroy her independence, and, in case of 
h er refusal, to compel her by force of arms 
to accede. 
Of course the Swiss republic 
could be easily overrun and cowed by Rus­ 
sia, G erm any and Italy, and in a week’s 
tim e every ham let in the republic he put 
under the bayonet rule of a foreign Ser­ 
geant. 
The twenty-five cantons and lialf- 
cantons arc simply at the mercy of the 
European monarchies, who can destroy 
th e ir Federal relation w ithout much of an 
«Sort. 
Switzerland has properly no stand­ 
ing army, the regular force being small, 
L ut every able-bodied citizen between ‘JO 
jmd 44 is prepared to respond at a mo­ 
m ent's notice to the call to arm s to defend 
th e liberties of the country. 
There is not 
one of them who is not an expert marks­ 
m an, or who is not able to clim b the 
higkts and fight from the rocks of his 
native land. 
Probably Switzerland could 
put into the field .'100,000 marksmen. But, 
on the other hand, the area of the repub­ 
lic is less than 10,000 square miles. 
Its 
greatest length is but 210 miles, and its 
greatest breadth hut 140 miles. 
It is sur­ 
rounded 
by powerful monarchies save 
upon the west, where France adjoins, and 
th a t could not, under present conditions, 
afford Switzerland any aid. 


T h e Swiss Constitution of 1815 was rati­ 
fied hy all the great powers of Europe, 
and the perpetual and inviolable inde- 
jiendcnce and neutrality of the confedera­ 
tion of cantons was guaranteed. 
Twelve 
■years later Switzerland yielded to the de­ 
mands of the powers, restricted the liberty 
o f the press and limited the right of 
asylum. 
In 1850 the powers again com­ 
plained that Switzerland had become the 
resort of their political refugees, who were 
given license to plot and arm against the 
powers. 
Thereu[>on Switzerland 
again 
placated the monarchies by further cur­ 
tailin g the liberty of press expression 
am i by expelling some noted political 
exiles. 
W hen France, in 1838, demanded 
the expulsion of Ix>uis Napoleon, war was 
only avoided by his voluntarily retiring 
though he was a naturalized citizen of the 
republic. W hen Prussia, in 1855, demanded 
th a t 
Switzerland pardon the captured 
Royalists of Neufehatcl, who had 
at­ 
tem pted to overthrow the Government, 
all the powers sided with her, and Switzer­ 
land refusing, Prussia prepared to move 
against her, and was only prevented by 
th e intercession of France and E ngland; 
th e prisoners were freed a.- the price of 
recognition by Prussia of the independ­ 
ence of Neufckatel. 
By the Constitution 
o f 1*74, for which fourteen and a half 
cantons voted, and seven and a half re­ 
jected, restriction upon th e freedom of the 
press was removed, absolute liberty of con - 
science and of creed assured, and the right 
of 
petition 
and 
association 
guaran- 
iecd, but the 
right 
to expel danger­ 
ous foreigners was retained a - a power of 
th e Federal executive. 


governments objected, but nevertheless, 
Prince K rapotkin, as will be remembered, 
was expelled. 
Then followed violent in­ 
ternal agitations, one party protesting 
against any restrictions of liberty, an­ 
other, equally as strong, urging antago­ 
nism to socialists and anarchists, th at the 
independence of Switzerland m ight not 
be jeopardized, since it depends upon the 
assent of the Powers., T he result was 
that the socialistic congress appointed for 
Zurich was forbidden, and though an ap­ 
peal to the Courts followed on constitu­ 
tional grounds, the congress was pro­ 
scribed. Since then Germany has been 
constant in its efforts to have Switzerland 
forbid Socialists any privileges. 
The R e­ 
public has yielded to most of the mon- 
archial demands, except the violation of 
the right of asylum, though she broke 
through th at in the case of the expulsion 
last year of the Anarchists Schopen, Metz- 
ler, H aupt, and Yon Ehrenberg. 
In the 
same year Switzerland voted a sum to fee 
a police force to keep the refuges within 
decent hounds. 
H er expression then was. 
th at those who dwelt w ithin the atmos­ 
phere of Swiss liberty m ust respect it, and 
th a t the miasma of anarchism must not 
be perm itted to vitiate it; nor, said F ed­ 
eral Councilor Droz, “shall our house be 
a refuge whence assaults can he directed 
w ith im punity against the repose of other 
countries.” 
Even with this G erm any was 
not satisfied, for she demanded the sup­ 
pression of the Socialistic press conducted 
by Germans. 
In A pril, therefore, Switzer­ 
land expelled the editors of a German So­ 
cialist sheet. 
One of these was a natural­ 
ized American. 
But new editors stepped 
in and a Swiss firm continued the publica­ 
tion. In [the ensuing summer, 1888, sev­ 
eral Socialists were expelled for proved 
crim inal attem pts upon German officials, 
Socialistic meetings were put under sur­ 
veillance, Socialistic literature forbidden 
exportation, and Troppman, the notorious 
correspondent of the Chicago Anarchists, 
was given his passports. 
This brings us 
up to the present demand, 
and which, as 
stated, is th at Switzerland shall give offi­ 
cial consent for the establishm ent w ithin 
the Republic by the Powers of their own 
police force to watch the refugees, and this 
Switzerland bluntly refuses. 
To consent 
would he to surrender the independence of 
the nation ; to refuse involves a possible 
assault by Powers through whose jealousy 
of each other the maintenance of the Swiss 
Republic is possible. 
It is a very serious 
thing indeed for the little m ountain na­ 
tion when Italy, Russia and G erm any,and 
possibly England, unite in demands against 
her. 
If worst should come to worst, the 
United States of America could not stand 
by and fail to enter her protest against a 
policy that will destroy the federation of 
Swiss States. 
W e at least m ight make 
hold to extend our offices as one of a hoard 
of mediators to adjust the 
difficulty. 
There is hope, however, that the liberal 
sentim ent of Germany may, as the dis­ 
patches suggest, prevail upon Bismarck to 
recede from his dem and upon Switzerland. 
H is abandonment of it will lie followed by 
the others.

The life of Simon Cameron is ebbing 
fast, and it is probable th at before these 
lines go to print the veteran publicist will 
have passed away. 
H e has been in all 
respects a rem arkable m a n ; a strong 
American political leader, the details of 
whose public career would m akeup almost 
a complete history of the nation for the 
half of a century. 
H e has been in his 
day probably without an equal as a politi­ 
cal tactician. 
H is life isa fine example of 
what self-assertion, indomitable will and 
perseverance will do for a man in a coun­ 
try of grand opportunities as this. 
Left 
an orphan when but a lad, and receiving 
but an ordinary 
school education, he 
learned the printers’ trade, hut so im ­ 
proved the opportunities at his hand that 
when hut 22 he was editing a newspaper at 
Doyles town, and two years later another 
in the capital city of Pennsylvania. 
He 
saved, put his earnings into banking and 
railroading, and thus laid the foundations 
for a splendid fortune. 
H e first entered 
the U nited 
States 
Senate 
in 
18 45 
and his enthusiastic patriotism carried 
him into the Republican party in 1860 
and cleared away some doubts th at had 
attached to his loyality to the Union be­ 
cause of his previous advocacy of policies 
in avoidance of a conflict between sections 
th at was inevitable. 
H e became President 
Lincoln’s Secretary of W ar, resigning in 
the middle of his term and being sent out 
as M inister to Russia, 
lie resigned th at 
|>ost w ithin a year, and was in retiracv 
until 1866, when he re-entered the Senate. 
In 1873 he was returned to the Senate for 
the fourth time, but resigned to give place 
to his son. 
It is not necessary now to re­ 
view the assaults made upon him, nor how 
he passed through many a trying political 
ordeal—as he lies on his death-bed it is 
sufficient to point to him as one of the 
em inent politicians of America, a politi­ 
cal leader who filled a large and most 
im portant place during a long period in 
the most momentuous era of the nation’s 
history.

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A BEAUTIFUL TEMPLE. 


t h e grand cathedral of th e most 
BLESSED SACRAMENT. 


Sacramento’s New and Imposing St rue- 
turt'-The Finest Church on 
t h e Pacific Coast. 


The announcement was made yesterday 
in St. Rose’s Church that on Sunday next 
would occur the dedication of the new 
Cathedral of the Most Blessed Sacrament, 
located on the northeast corner of Eleventh 
and K streets. There will be nine masses 
in the old church on that day, commenc­ 
ing at 5 o’clock in the morning and ending 
at half-past 0, in order that all Catholics 
may have ample opportunity to attend to 
their Sabbath duty without overcrowding 
the Cathedral during the dedication. The 
dedication of this grand and imposing tem­ 
ple of worship will mark an epoch in the 
history of the Catholic Church on the Pa­ 
cific coast, and will be an event fraught 
with interest to all classes of our citizens. 
The work ot rearing the grand edifice has 
progressed steadily during the past two 
years, and is now so nearly completed that 
it mav be utilized for all of the practical 
purposes for which it is intended. 
EARLY HISTORY. 
The corner-stone was laid with imposing 
ceremonies on June 12, 1887. The exer­ 
cises were witnessed by thousands of peo­ 
ple and the participants embraced a large 
number of church dignitaries and prelates 
from abroad. In the R ecord-Union of 
June 13th, of the year named, appeared an 
elaborate account of the ceremonies, with 
an illustration of the ground plan of the 
edifice. 
The ceremony of laying the corner-stone 
was very soiemn and impressive. The pre­ 
cious deposit intended to be preserved 
through the ages was hermetically sealed 
in a copper box, including a document, 
written in Latin, giving a description of 
the contents, of which the following is a 
translation: 
This chief or corner-stone of the Cathedral in 
this City of Sacramento, dedicated to the Most 
Holy Sacrament for the greater glory of God, 
was consecrated and laid on the 12th day ot 
June, in the year of our Lord ]887, bv Right 
Rev. Patrick Manogue, Bishop of the Diocese of 
Sacramento. Leo XIII. being reigning Pope and 
ruler oi the Church of God; Grover Cleveland 
President of the lTnited States; Washington 
Bartlett, Governor of the State of California; 
Eugene Julius Gregory, Mayor of the city of 
Sacramento; Her. J. M. C. Burchard, of the So­ 
ciety of Jesus, who preached on the occasion* 
Bryan Clinch, architect; J. Glynn, J. McGuire, 
A. McElrov, Messrs. Chatain aud Gilette, build­ 
ers of the-acred ediiice; the Great Seal of the 
State of California, with names of all the State 
officers; the Monitor, Sacramento Recobd-I'.nion, 
Darb/ Bee, ' unday Leader, and Evtnitw Star: 
the San Francisco daily papers: the New York 
J-Yeemaris Journal, and six rare coins presented 
by cashier Miller, of D. O Mills’ National Bank, 
are deposited in the corner-stone. 
The dignitaries who participated in the 
ceremonies were as follows: Bishop Ma­ 
nogue, of the Sacramento diocese; Father 
Burchard, of the Society of Jesuits, San 
Francisco: Very Reverend C. Lynch, of 
Virginia City; Father Dalton, of Grass Val­ 
ley: Father Hines, of Chico: Father Tan- 
nan, of Nevada City; Father McCabe, of 
Marysville; Father McGrath, of Yreka; 
Father Coleman, of Woodland; Father Gu­ 
aico, of Galt; Father Henneberrv, of Eu­ 
reka, and Fathers Grace and Haupts, of 
Sacramento. 
THE PRIME MOVER. 
Bishop Manogue, to whose indefatigable 
efforts is due the credit of this grand un­ 
dertaking. has been eminently successful 
as a church-builder throughout his ecclesi­ 
astical career. 
While yet a priest he 
erected chnrch buildings which cost 
over $300,000, 
among 
the 
rest a 
church, a hospital 
and a convent 
at Virginia City, Nevada. He is the 
first Bishop of this new diocese and was 
or.dained a priest in Paris by Cardinal 
!A-rlot on the Christmas Ember days, 1861. 
His first mission was Nevada Territory, 
which soon after his arrival became a 
State of the Union. Virginia City was his 
center of action, but his calls were far and 
near. Besides attending the white popula­ 
tion. he did not neglect the Washoes and 
Piutes. The first ot the Piutes he baptized 
were Adam and Eve, and these afterwards 
brought a loD g their children and childrens' 
children to the fourth generation. About 
400 of these Indians were baptized by him, 
and many of them, including Adam and 
Eve and Captain Bob, were prepared for 
death by him and buried by the Catholic 
Church in the Catholic Cemetery in Virgi­ 
nia City. 
Vicar General of the diocese of Grass 
Valley for sixteen years, during which 
time it comprised ail the northern counties 
of California and the greater portion of 
Nevada, he had ample chance to become 
acquainted with that vast region in his 
frequent visits to its various localities. 
Bishop O’Connell becoming old and feeble 
for such an extensive and laborious diocese, 
the Holy Father appointed Rev. P. Mano­ 
gue. pastor of Virginia City, Coadjutor 
Bishop, with right to succession. This was in 
thesum merof 1880, and on the 16th of Janu­ 
ary, 1881, he was consecrated .in St. Mary's 
Cathedral, San Francisco, by Archbishop 
Aletnany. Bishop O’Connell of the diocese 
of Grass Valley, and Bishop Mora, of the 
diocese of Monterey and Los Angeles, be­ 
ing the assisting prelates. 
Bishop O'Connell, on account of feeble 
health, resigned in March, ISsl, and the 
care of the diocese at once devolved upon 
Bishop Manogue. Thoroughly acquainted 
with the wants of the diocese, he immed­ 
iately commenced a correspondence with 
the authorities in Rome about the necessity 
of a centra! and suitable See. This corre­ 
spondence kept on for two year- without 
interruption. The Bishop, aware of the 
decadence oí the mining towns, gave a 
full representation of places, people and 
population. After two years bis maps and 
letters induced the authorities in Rome to 
grant his petition, to cut oil Sacramento 
from the Archdiocese and makeit thecenter 
and See of ¡he new diocese of Sacramento. 
This has been bis own individual work. 
The petition was not only granted with 
regard to the city of Sacramento, but the 
whole county, with Yolo, Calaveras, Ama­ 
dor, Mariposa, Tuolumne, Mono. Placer 
and El Dorado counties, were added to the 
new diocese. 
On the reception of the decree from 
Rome, the Bishop secured the site of the 
Cathedral for $40,811, and at once com­ 
menced to set in motion the work of build­ 
ing the Cathedral. W hat has been done 
since the summer of 1886 can be seen by 
visiting the premises. The Sovereign 
Pontiff has not only granted the Bishop 
the privilege of haviDg this great territory 
named the Diocese ol Sacramento, but also 
to have the new and imposing edifice ded­ 
icated to the most Blessed Sacramen, on 
Sunday next. 
ARCHITECTURAL. 
The cathedral is built in the Dalian 
style of architecture, and is in the form of 
a cross, with three towers on the front or 
western end, the central one rising to the 
hight of 210 feet. A large octagonal dome 
rises over the intersection of the arms of 
the cross, and is crowned by a lantern of 
sixteen sides glazed on the top with heavy 
glass and surmounted by a gilt cross at a 
hight of 160 feet. The total length of the 
building from front to rear is 208 feet and 
its width across the transepts 114 feet. 
Internally, the hight of the church ceil­ 
ing is 60 feet and of the dome considerably 
over 100 feet from the floor. 
A comparison of these dimensions with 
those of other church buildings in California 
will show the justice of the claim of Sacra­ 
mento to the largest church on the Pacific 
coast. 
Although much yet remains to be done 
to complete the building, the interior of 
the church r.self is now ali but finished. 
The altars will at 9ome future time be re­ 
placed by marble, and several of the win­ 
dows now glazed with ordinary glass will 
be filled with stained glass, to correspond 
with the rich windows of the transepts and 
sanctuary, but otherwise the interior will 
be quite finished on the day of dedication. 
The materials used in the building ore 
stone, brick and concrete, and the work­ 
manship has been done in a substantial 
and masterly manner throughout. On the 
exterior, the steps to the side porches and 
to the rear passages and the balustrades 
around the roof yet remain to be finished, 
as well as the cement work on the north 
sidi*wbich has been deferred to a cooler 
season of the year. The niches oa the front 
and the pedestals on the upper portion of 
the tower are also to be occupied by siatues, 
which will add materially to the appear­ 
ance of the building when in place. The 
basement has been left unfinished for the 
present, but will be completed at no distant 
date, internally, as it is now on the outside. 
Bryan J. Clinch, of San Francisco, is the 
architect, and he may well feel proud to be 
known as the designer of this, the finest 
structure of its kind on the Pacific coast. 
Indeed, it is generally conceded by those 
informed upon the subject that the Sacra­ 
mento Cathedral, taken all in all. has only 
one superior among church edifices in 


America—St. Patrick’s Cathedral, in New [

INTERIOR ARRANGEMENT. 
Three enormous doors, of equal propor­ 
tions, lead from the Eleventh-street front 
into a spacious vestibule, which is con­ 
nected by winding stairs with two galleries, 
one of which is intended for the children, 
and the other for the organ choir. In one 
corner are stationed the mechanical con­ 
trivances for the regulation of the gas, 
which will be lighted by electricity. 
On either side of the center door is placed 
a fount for holy water. 
All of the windows of the building are of 
cathedral glass of beautiful workmanship 
and rich material, and the outside doors, 
likewise, are all surmounted with this 
beautiful ornamentation. There are sev­ 
eral special windows donated by different 
parties which will be mentioned below. 
THE AUDITORIUM. 
Three large doors in the vestibule com­ 
municate with the auditorium. On enter­ 
ing this grand room the eye is astonished 
at the scene of interior immensity. The 
large area, the magnificent windows, the 
enormous dome, the beautiful altars and 
the elaborate furnishings, inspire a feeling 
of mingled awe and admiration. 
The pews are beautiful, and are made of 
selected California redwood, trimmed with 
Oregon pine, with natural finish in hard 
oil. The pews have a seating capacity of 
1,800. 
CONFESSIONALS AND ALTARS. 
There are four confessionals located 
within the auditorium—one in each corner 
or the room. 
The cathedral contains five altars. The 
main aliar, located in the sanctuary and 
dedicated to the Most Blessed Sacrament, 
is, of course, the largest. It is a beautiful 
structure in pure white and gold, placed 
in the center of the rear of the altar and 
presents a most imposing appearance. In 
the ceDter of this altar is a massive fire and 
burglar-proof safe for the preservation of 
the Blessed Sacrament. 
On the extreme right of the sanctuary is 
the altar of the Blessed Virgin. This is of 
exquisite construction and is finished in 
white and gold. The altar is surmounted 
hv a large and beautiful statue of the 
Virgin Mary. 
On the same side of the cathedral is the 
altar of the Sacred Heart. This is also a 
fine piece of workmanship in white and 
gold, relieved by a delicate tinge of blue. 
On the opposite side are the altars of St. 
Patrick and St. Joseph, also in white and 
gold. The altars are all different styles of 
architecture and are all furnished with ap­ 
propriate statues. 
THE SANCTUARY. 
An immense space is devoted to the 
sanctuary, its area being about 35 by 65 
feet. There is a sacristy on each side of 
the main altar, where the priests don their 
vestments for the services. 
On the right-hand, or gospel side of the 
sanctuary is located the Bishop's throne, 
where that high functionary sits during 
the celebration of any mass, and where he 
remains most of the time during Pontifical 
ceremonies. Upon a low dais is placed a 
magnificent chair, on either side of which 
is another chair to be occupied bv the 
deacon and sub-deacon. 
On the left-hand side of the sanctuary is 
located the pulpit. It is built of woods, in 
conformity with the general plan of the 
interior furnishing— California redwood 
and Oregon pine—and is finished in the 
same manner as the pews. It is covered 
by a handsome canopy of wood, sur­ 
mounted by a gilt cross. 
THE GORGEOUS WINDOWS. 
There is no feature in the interior effect 
of the great building which is calculated 
to excite so much admiration, as the mag­ 
nificent windows, which form so great an 
attraction to the eye. The plainest and 
most unpretentious of them are beautiful, 
and some of them are simply superb. All 
are of colored glass, and of the finest 
workmanship known in that art. 
The main window, located in the center 
of the rear wall, just over the altar, repre­ 
sents, in conformity with the name of the 
cathedral, “ The Last Supper.” It is one 
of the finest works ot the kind ever seen 
in America. It was made at Inspruck, 
Austria, to the order of A. Coolot, at a cost 
of $1,200. 
To the right of this window is a smaller 
one, representing “ The Nativity,” from 
the same factory. It is the gift of Mrs. 
Thomas Dwyer, and cost $500. 
On the left of the main window is one 
corresponding in size to the last mentioned 
which portrays “The Ascension,” given by 
Dan McCarthy, of Brighton, and the cost 
of which was also about $500. 
On the right-hand side of the altar of 
the Blessed Virgin is a window presented 
by Mrs. Michael Rigney. The subject is 
" The Assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary.” This window cost $300. 
To the left of St. Joseph's altar is a win­ 
dow picturing "The Flight into Egypt.” 
It is presented by Mrs. James Kasebergand 
cost $300. 
There are six windows in the auditori­ 
um. On the right-hand side, commencing 
at the sanctuary, the first is the gift of Miss 
Birdie Fair. Its subject is “ St. Augustine 
and His Mother.” 
The second is the offering of Mrs. E. B. 
Crocker of this city, and is a portrayal of 
“ The Prodigal Son.” It is an exquisite 
piece of work and is highly artistic in all 
its details. 
The third window upon this side was 
presented by the Catholic Knights of Sac­ 
ramento. The subject is “ Christ Deliver­ 
ing the Keys to St. Peter.” 
On the opposite side of the auditorium 
are three more beautiful windows. The 
nearest to the altar is the gift of Miss 
Tessie Fair and the picture “ The Last 
Communion of St. Jerome." 
Next to this is a representation of “ St. 
Patrick Converting the Irish,” donated bv 
8t. Mary’s Parish, Virginia City, Nev. 
* 
The last on this side is a superb piece of 
art-work illustrating the them e: “ St. Paul 
Preaching to the Athenians.’’ It is given 
by Mrs. Agnes Bemerly of Woodland. 
These six windows upon the sides of the 
auditorium cost about $300 each. 
Over the sanctuary—two on either side— 
will be four large art-glass windows do­ 
nated by private parties. They are ex­ 
pected to be in place in the near tuture. 
THE DOME. 
The dome in the center of the building 
is very large and is surmounted at the apex 
with a splendid stained glass window, the 
center-piece of which represents the Holy 
Ghost. On the sides of the dome are vari­ 
ous representations in the frescoer's art,sym­ 
bolic of important principles of the Catho­ 
lic faith. There are sixteen of these em­ 
blems and all are finished in splendid style, 
the work being altogether in light and 
shade. 
THE FRESCOING. 
It was at first thought that it would be 
necessary to send to New York or Italy for 
artists to superintend the important matter 
of the frescc work in the cathedral. The 
contract, however, was finally given to 
O'Neil Bros, of Sacramento, and the work 
done is certainly a great credit to this en­ 
terprising firm. 
The prevailing color of the ceilings is a 
celestial blue. The walls in the upper 
portion are of a light stone color, merging 
in a very delicate greenish tone at the bot­ 
tom. The monotony of the prevailing 
colors is relieved by ornaments in gold, 
maroon and “ light and shade” effects. 
The columns supporting the walls are tinted 
in grays, tipped in gold. 
THE DEDICATION. 
Arrangements are completed for the 
dedication exercises on Sunday next. The 
ceremonies will doubtless be witnessed and 
participated in by a mighty throng ol peo­ 
ple, who will take no little pride in seeing 
dedicated to God a house of worship which 
is a glory to the Church, an honor to the 
State, and a lasting nionnment to the piety 
and enterprise of its builders.

This low tem­ 
perature is obtained by closing the hall 
windows and doors, and also keeping the 
office closed, so that no hot air tronx the 
outside could get in. This is the way to 
keep cool. Then, after or near sunset, 
open all the doors and windows, and get a 
good circulation through the building, and 
the oppressiveness from our summer sun 
will never be felt or noticed. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 85 and 56. The 
highest and lowest one year ago to-day 
(24th) was 88 and 56.

At the trial it 
was proven that the child was not injured 
and the m urder was premeditated, and the 
Judge's instructious were to that effect, but 
the jury was out eighteen hours and re­ 
turned a verdict of acquittal. There is 
m uch excitement on the streets this m orn­ 
ing and expressions of 
condemnation 
against the jury are frequently heard. 
The defendunt, Mattie Penm an, is a 
notorious woman, having broken up more 
than one family and ruined a num ber of 
m en nere socially and financially and on 
this account has no sym pathy, She has 
been freely written up by the papers here, 
and it is reported that she has made threats 
against a num ber of repotters and newspa­ 
pers. 
A ll armed themselves this morning. 
She is a desperate woman and would as 
soon shoot as not, and after her acquittal 
of this crime will feel emboldened to com­ 
m it another.

LO, THE WOODEN INDIAN. 


HE IS CARVED OUT OF PIN E IN DEFI­ 
ANCE OF NATURE. 


A M aker of C igar Signs T ells th e S ecrets 
of His T ra d e —T he Indian P e r­ 
en n ially P o p u lar. 


[From the New York Star.] 
“ H ere, Pop, I've got all done but the 
top. W hat color shall I paint th at?” The 
spectacled wood-carver looked up from the 
bit of cardboard th at he was lettering and 
said, in answer to his son's interruption : 
“ Paint the head red, Jim m y.” 
Jim m y, a 
lad of thirteen, w ith symptoms of incipi­ 
ent painter’s colic, was devoting his best 
energies and the last fifteen minutes be­ 
fore dinner to the decoration of a wooden 
squaw in colors whose brilliancy and va­ 
riety would have shamed the splendors of 
the first rainbow. 
The littie shop down 
in Goerck street was a sort of tawdry 
statuary hall, resplendent w ith the gor­ 
geous presence of h alf a dozen cigar-store 
Indians iu various states of incompleteness. 
A tall squaw, having a scornful face as yet 
unadorned w ith eves, occupied a conspicu­ 
ous place in the room ; her drapery, con­ 
sisting of a yellow blanket and a red buf­ 
falo robe, skillfully arranged so as to dis­ 
play a swelling bosom and a pair of mon­ 
strous calves. 
“A special order,” said the 
wood-carver; “the man would have that 
buffalo robe red because he thought it 
would attract attention. 
“Our business m ight be called artistic,” 
lie continued, “but there haint much 
money into it. 
Years ago, when I was a 
young apprentice, I had the honor of m ak­ 
ing two tine ship figureheads. 
They rep­ 
resented parties standin’ full length, with 
scrolls in their hands. 
I don’t know who 
tiie parties was and 1 don’t know the 
names of tlie ships, but I was proud of the 
job. T hat sort of business, though, dropped 
off fifteen years ago. 
The American peo­ 
ple is economical to the detrim ent of art, 
and our business isn’t appreciated as it 
ought to be. 
1 do little or nothing now 
but make and repair Indians and letter 
cards with sentiments such as them .” 
The carver spoke with the air of a man 
whose art liad been prostituted to the 
sordid demands of trade. 
H e set no store 
by the Indians turned in whole tribes and 
fashioned w ith small regard for the truth 
of nature. 
“They don’t look like Indians, 
you know,” lie said, with amiable frank­ 
ness. 
“No Indian ever had features like 
that big fellow there, and L reckon there 
never was a squaw who dressed like that 
one w ith the red buflaio robe. 
If we made 
’em like real Indians they’d be too ugly to 
sell. 
W e have no models, but just keep 
on making them as they’ve been made for 
the last fifty years. 
T he idea is to make 
them look pretty, and work in as many 
colors as possible. 
Sometimes we get 
seven or eight different tints, besides gild­ 
ing. 
W hat are they made of? 
W hite 
pine. 
I t works easy. 
We hack 'em out 
with saw and hatchet, rough ’em up w ith 
big tools and polish ’em off w ith finer im ­ 
plements. 
Jim m y, show the gentleman 
the logs in the cellar.” 
Jim m y prom ptly led the way to the 
underground lumber room, where lay half 
a dozen great pine logs from sixteen to 
twenty-four feet in length. 
Against the 
wall leaned a rudely hacked piece of tim ­ 
ber that looked like a damaged gate post. 
Jim m y averred th at in tim e this would be 
a splendid squaw, with a painted skirt 
and a headdress of plumes. 
H e pointed 
out where each leg would be, which way 
the face would turn and how the arms 
would appear. 
The figure, limbs, pedestal 
and all were to be carved from the single 
log in one piece. 
It did not seemed to 
contain the promise and potency of the 
cleverly carved figures in the shop above, 
but Jim m y had faith th at he and his 
father would yet evolve from the unsightly 
log a comely squaw of conventional p at­ 
tern. 
“ It takes from six to sixteen days to 
make one of these figures,” said the master 
of the shop, taking up the thread of his 
discourse. 
“The simpler ones can be w hit­ 
tled out in three days and painted iu three 
more. 
The big. complicated figures, w ith 
tomahawks and wampum necklaces and 
beaded bows, take a week or more, and the 
painting requires nearly as long. 
T hat 
squaw, you see, isn’t the right color for a 
squaw. 
T hat’s 
only the 
groundwork. 
W e’ve got to paint her copper color to­ 
morrow. 
Then we’ve got to put in her 
eyes. 
They may be blue, gray or brown. 
After th at comes the tine work on the 
feather head-dress. 
Nobody cares much 
what they look like, so they’re showy, and 
paint’s the thing th at makes ’em sell. 
W hat do they cost ? 
From $15 to $60. A 
good Indian, well taken care of, will last 
th irty years. 
Once a year lie ought to be 
sent back for repairs. 
Taste in Indians 
does not change much, and niv customers 
trust to me to do the tiling right. 
Yes, 
we deal in second-hand Indians,” lie con­ 
tinued, glancing up at the faded splendors 
of a squaw, over whose arm the wood- 
carver’s street coat was hung for want of 
a better clothesrack. 
“W hen a man moves to a new place lie 
sometimes gets a fresh Indian. 
W e take 
the old one off’ his hands and sell it to 
some small dealer. 
W e used to make ne­ 
groes from ’48 to aliout ’60, but later they 
got unpopular. Then the (lirl of the 
Period and the Grecian Bend h a d ! to go, 
but mostly the trade runs steady on ln- 
ilians. 
G oing? 
W ell, you may say that 
business is dull, though it m ight be worse ; 
but on the whole, the public doesn't apprc- 
ciate our art as it once did.”
